Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Request for Reconsideration filed 12/12705 
persuasively argues that the Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 1 1/14/05 was timely submitted, however entry of this Declaration would 
raise a new issue by necessitating a 102(a) rejection over the Kozenkov publication. While the Declaration shows that the Kozenkov 
article is not art under 102(b), as applied in the Final Rejection mailed 7/13/05, it does not remove the reference as art under 102(a). 
Applicants arguments in the first full paragraphs on page 2 of the Response filed 1 1/14/05 do not preclude a rejection under 102(a) 
because the inventors of the present application are not identical to the authors of the Kozenkov article. A new affidavit or declaration 
specifically addressing this issue, as described in MPEP 715.01 (c) and/or MPEP 716.10, would be required to remove the reference as 
art under 102(a). 
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
